'' 65,000 acre feet of water in' the 
San Gabriel canyon," directors of 
the associated chambers of com- 
merce of the San Gabriel valley is- 
sued a statement from.Covina on 
Wednesday pointing out that such 
was not the case. 
Bather, it was 


explained, the county had officially 
offered 65,000 acre feet of storage 
capacity 
behind the San Gabriel 


flood control dam, providing how- 
ever, that 
Pasadena 
was alloted 


water by the only state body which, 
could make such an allocation, the 
division of water rights. 


C. A. Griffith of Azusa, of 
the 


flood control committee of the asso- 
ciated body, reported on the water 
question and made plain the offer 
of the supervisors. "The impres- 
sion is out that the supervisors have 
given Pasadena 65,000 acre feet of 
water," he declared. "This is not 
the case. 
The county will permit 


the city of Pasadena to store in the 
county flood control reservoir 
an 


amount of water, up to this figure, 
provided that Pasadena is alloted 
such water by the division of water 
rights. 
The control of such water, 


under this offer, would remain in the 
hands of county officials. 
The pro- 


position, also, is subject to all pre- 
sent rights existing in the San Gab- 
riel watershed." 


The false impression was 
one 


which swept through the San Gab- 
riel valley and caused considerable 
misunderstanding, 
declared direc- 


tors. J. L. Matthews, of this city, 
president of the associated 
body, 


presiided at the session on Wednes- 
day. 


"Officials of the associated cham- 


bers of commerce have been besieged 
with demands of explanation since 
the report of a "water allotment 
had been spread," declared the asso- 
ciation's 
president. 
"We 
have 


been constantly in touch with devel- 
opments in the San Gabriel canyon, 
holding numerous meetings in the

At all times the interests of the val- 
ley have been safeguarded,"

added.

For Boys' School 


The second great educational in- 


stitution of the upper San Gabriel 
valley was assured on Saturday last 
when the contract fo,r the erection 
of a $300,000 group of buildings for 
the California Preparatory school 
for boys iu the San Jose hilla, im- 
mediately southeast of the Oovina 
city limits, was awarded to E. A. 
Tabor of Pasadena. 


The school is now located in the 


old Annandale country club build- 
ings just out of Pasadena, and was 
formerly known as the Pasadena 
Military Academy. Its military pol- 
icy was abandoned last year. The 
school was founded nine years ago 
by Mrs. J. H. Henry, prominent 
Pasadena woman, who has contin- 
ued as its sole head.
